was annou nced took the precau tion to re­ 
q u est that no demonstration shou ld be 
made of approv al or the rev erse.

prisoner was soon after taken back to jail 
and he left the cou rt room with the officers 
and followed by abou t a dozen y ou ng 
men; among them we noticed the brother 
of the mu rdered boy , Jplm Thiel.

thu s ends one of tbe most ex citing mu rder 
trials ev er witnessed in this section of the 
state.

The means which we emplo y in culti­ 
vating the habit o f attentio n, therefo re, 
sho uld have a due regard to the natural 
differences o f temper and talents o f o ur 
pupils. 
Inattentative bo ys may be rank­ 
ed under five classes, viz: the feeb le, the 
slu g g ish , 
the vo la tile, the timid , and the 
q u ick. 
An o bserving teacher disco vers 
to which class any particular bo y sho uld 
be referred; and, kno wing the cause o f 
inattentio n, he is able to apply the pro p­ 
er remedy. 
1. 
The bo y o f feeble intellect is inat­ 
tentive because o f his incapacity. 
He 
sho ws a feverish anxiety to understand 
what is said to him, and failing to do so , 
he so o n relaxes his attentio n and gives 
up in despair. The bo y’s dullness sho uld 
never be a subject o f censure, no r sho uld 
he be stimulated to exertio n by the ho pe 
o f reward. Everything sho uld he made 
as easy fo r him as po ssible ; and as wear­ 
iness is1 sure to fo llo w any unpsnal stretch 
o f attentio n, ids lesso n sho uld be sho rt as 
well as easy. Abo Ve all things we-sho uld 
be patient with him, and never taunt him 
with the tro uble, which he may give us. 
By such means, the feeble bby may lie- 
co me as remarkable fo r his steadiness 
and perseverance as he is fo r his want o f 
intellectual po wer. 
Such bo ys no t un- 
frequsntly beco me useful men. 
If the 
Creato r has so fo rmed the mind o f a bo y 
that be must go thro ugh Ufa slo wly and 
with (fifflculty, impeded by o bstructio ns 
which o thers do no t feel, and depressed 
by disco uragements which o thers never 
kno w, his lo t is surely IiHrdeno ugh, with 
o ut having yo u to add to the trials and 
aufferinga which sarcasm and repro ach 
fro m yo u can heap upo n him. 
Lo o k o ver 
y o u r 
scho o l ro o m, therefo re, and when 
e fir , yo u find o ne who m yo u perceive the 
Creato r to have endued with less intellec­ 
tual po wer than o thers, fix yo ur eye upo n 
him with an expressio n o f kindness and 
sympathy. 
2. The sluggish, lazy bo y is inatten­ 
tive fro m a want o f ail mental activity. 
He hates learning fo r the tro uble which 
it gives him, and no thing seems to affo rd 
him so much enjo yment as lo unging at 
his ease. His intellectual po wers may 
be o riginally go o d, but be allo ws them to 
rust away fo r want o f use. 
Here so me 
po werful stimulants are required to aro use 
him fro m his mental to rpo r; every mo tive 
to exertio n sho uld be tried, uutil we bit 
upo n the right o ne. 
Lo cke divides slug­ 
gish bo ys into two species: tho se who are 
indo lent o nly at their bo o ks o r lesso ns, 
and tho se who are indo lent in everything, 
even at their play; the mental distemper 
in the fo rmer case seems o nly lo cal and 
accidental, whereas in the latter case it is 
general and co nstitutio nal ; the o ne, un­ 
der pro per management, may be readily 
cured, but the o ther almo st defies the 
po wer o f remedy. 
The bo o k-saunterer, 
as Lo cke wo uld call him, is generally the 
leader at all spo rts and games, and when 
any daring act o f mischief fias been do ne, 
he is sure to have a hand in it. Sco tt and 
Byro n, as bo ys, belo nged to this class, 
since their want o f aptitude fo r learning 
was do ubtless attributable to the do gmat­ 
ic system under which they were taught. 
We sho flld never despair o f a bo y w ho ex­ 
hibits jm;at energy o f character at his 
ga m es; fo r in a sluggish mind o f tnis 
kind we o ften find the slumbering ener­ 
gies Of a higher iutellect; like the ro ugh 
diamo nd, it must be cut and po lished be­ 
fo re it cau shine with its pro per brilliacny 
and lo veliness. The mo st ho peless dunce 
is that bo y in who m co nfirmed sluggish­ 
ness is co mbined with feeblenes o f intel­ 
lect. 
3. 
The vo latile bo y is inattentive fro m 
his lo ve o f no velty. 
He is co ntinually 
staring abo ut him, he is the first bo y in 
the class to no tice anything unusual, and 
his exclammatio n o f surprise is generally 
the key-no te o f a general o utbreak. He is 
fo nd o f fun, aud is a general favo rite in 
the scho o l, fo r ho is neither feared 
no r en­ 
vied. His dispo sitio n to wander fro m ^u h 
ject to subject prevents him fro m beco m­ 
ing sulliclently acquainted with any . 
In 
o rder to co unteract this tendency, we 
sho u ld 
endeavo r to fix his mind upo n so me 
subject fo r which he has sho wn so me­ 
thing like a predilectio n, by d irecting bis 
attentio n to it again and again, u ntil we 
have succeeded ; having o nce d ev elo ped 
the faculty in relatio n to o ne su bject, it 
then beco mes a co mparatively easy task 
to succeed with o ther subjects. Ex amples 
o f applicatio n and perseverance sho u ld 
o ften be held up fo r his imitatio n, with a 
view o f giving pro per directio n to his am 
bitio u and enthusiasm. 
4. The timid bo y is inattentive fo r want 
o f a sufficient co nfidence in his o wn po w­ 
ers, as well as fro m a want o f that im­ 
plicit trust which children generally re­ 
po se in their teachers. 
The mischievo us 
bo ys in the scho o l lo o k upo n him as fair 
game to be hunted do wii. 
He enco nces 
himself in tho mo st distant no o k o f the 
scho o lro o m, and lo o ks fo rth fro m his re­ 
treat upo n his maps, the great card co n­ 
taining the ro utine o f leaso ns, the black­ 
bo ard with all the mysterio us chalk lines 
upo n it, the master with his po into r in 
his left hand and the chalk in his right— 
he lo o ks upo n all these, as well as the 


o ther scho o l apparatus and appendages-, 
with fear and trembling. 
Po o r child, 
ho w can he direct his attentio n to the les­ 
so n that is being given by the master, 
who pro bably stands thundering fo rth Ins 
expo sitio ns and demo nstratio ns as if he 
were co mmanding a brigade o f artillery. 
In o rder to co unteract this timidity, he 
sho uld be treated with gentleness and 
persuasio n ; he sho uld be enco uraged to 
apply himself to his wo rk, by being sho wn 
that he is quite able lo perfo rm it; he 
sho uld never be pressed fo r time; he 
sho uld be sho wn that patience and earnest 
attentio n can do as much, o r even mo ie, 
fo r him than quickness o f iutellect. and 
that to be slo w snd sure is mo re co mmen­ 
dable Ilian to bo quick and uncertain. 
Such children arc co nfirmed in their diffi­ 
dence when they' find that they canno t 
understand o r remember o ne-tenth o f the 
kno wledge fo rced upo n them by au inju­ 
dicio us teacher. 
5. The quick, clever ho y is inattentive 
fro m his extreme mental activity, and 
fro m his excess o f self co nfidence. 
He is 
a great talker, but a bad listener; he read­ 
ily attains a superficial kno wledge o f a 
subject, but never attempts to penetrate 
its depths; fro m the (J ttlcknesa o f his ap­ 
prehensio n, he canno t listen with patient 
attentio n to the lo ng sermo uisiug lesso n 
o f a slo w teacher, if he is unfo rtunate 
eno ugh to haven slo w’ teacher, who meth 
o dically do les o ut his kno wledge by the 
ho ur 
At the clo se o f such a lesso n lie 
ro uses himself up, catches the few co n 
eluding remarks, and upo n examinatio n 
appears to have gained u fair kno wledge 
o f the lesso n. 
The po wers o f such a bo y 
sho uld be fully taxed; and to cure him o f 
bis presumptio n and co nceit he sho uld be 
o ccasio nly puzzled with questio ns, no t 
difficult in themdclves, but requiring fo r 
tueir so lutio n tho se peculiar attainments 
in which he is mo st deficient. Such bo ys 
rarely if ever, reuii/.e the brilliant expec­ 
tatio ns o f their friends; like the very 
early spring blo sso m, they so o n wither 
and die; whereas true genius is slo w in 
its gro wth— the no blest trees are latest 
iu bearing fruit, and the largest animals 
are last in arriving at perfectio n. 
Merc 
talent requires labo r fo r itsdevelo pement, 
but genius develo ps itself spo ntaneo usly 
and uno btrusively. 
6. The bo y o f genius is no t inattentive 
in the o rdinary acceptatio n o f the wo rd 
fo r he is o ccasio nal ly capable o f the high­ 
est effo rts o f attentio n; he sits in a half 
dreaming mo o d, watching fo r the mo ment 
wtien a subject suited to his peculiar iaste 
shall present itself; to a co mmo n o bserver 
he appears dull, but it is the dulness 
which pro ceeds fro m inward tho ught His 
absence o f mind is o ften mistaken fo r 
stupidity; and his laco nic, yet significant, 
answers to questio ns are frequently at­ 
tributed to a want o f a lo gical co ncatena­ 
tio n o f ideas; but to appreciate him, we 
sho uld co nsider what he do gs no t say no t 
less than w'hat he actually do es say. 
He 
is a quiet, retiring, reflective, stiange bo y: 
no bo dy can understand him; lie is always 
do ing what he sho uld no t do , and rarely 
do es what he is required to d o ; he talks 
when he sho uld he silent, and lo ses his 
po wer o f speech when he has to answer 
a questio n; no bo dy can understand him, 
but all at o nce he sho ws a predilectio n fo r 
so me particular study; nature at length 
asserts her prero gative; his winged spirit 
bursts the walls o f its priso n ho use, aud 
mo unts o n h» gh into its kindred sphere 
o f tho ught. 
No w everybo dy understands 
him; everybo dy knew perfectly well that 
his wayward acts were aberratio ns o f gen­ 
ius, and that there co uld be no mistaking 
the so vereign stamp which nature had 
impressed upo n his bro w 
Po o r bo y! if 
y o u had fallen in taking yo ur ethereal 
flight, what sco rn, what o blo quy wo uld 
have been yo urs! 
It beco mes the sacred duty, no t less 
than the high privilege, o f the scho o l 
master o f tho po o r to fo ster and pro tect 
the bo y o f geniu s, stru ggling amid the 
pressu re o f ind igence and persecu tio n. 
When his heart is abo u t to sink under 
I the co nflict, let him be to ld o f the tri­ 
u mph o f tho s? kind red spirits who Lav e 
I go ne befo re him: Tho mas Simpso n, who 
stu d ied mathematics at the* lo o m ; Hu gh 
Miller, who mu sed o n geo lo gy when he 
was hewing sto nes ; Michael h ar.td u N. 
who mad e ehemh 1 ex periments when he 
was a jo u rney man bo o kbind er; Fergu ­ 
so n. who watched the stars 
he tend ed 
his flo cks, GUlbid , who stu d ied 
Latin 
when he w is making sho es ; Peter Nich­ 


o ls o n , who wro te o n carpentry when he 
was at the bench; Ro bert Hu ms, who 
earro lled his sweetest so ngs as he fo l­ 
lo wed the plo u gh; Benjamin Franklin, 
who drew the lightning fro m the clo nd s 
when he kept a printer’s sho p. — Ta te'a 
Philosophy ot tkincatwn.
